The first aim of the proposed or- 
ganization, Magistrate Walzer claimed, 
would be Republican committee rep- 
resentation for his group in the three 
Narberth districts, particularly in the 
third, where Harold Lippincott is now 
Republican committeeman. Later, he 
declared, the township would come in 
for attention. 

Regular Republican organization 
leaders in the township and Narberth 
while giving an ear to Walzer's talk- 
are not yet inclined to take his claims 
seriously. Commenting on Squire 
Fred's motives they point out that he 
was recently replaced in a State in- 
spector job by a Lower Merion or- 
ganization man, and they also point 
out that he was denied the support of 
County Leader Johnson last fall when 
he expressed a desire to run on the 
countv organization ticket for post of 
Sheriff.

Restricted Usefulness 

It was not very long ago that the 
Free Library of Philadelphia began a 
period of greater public usefulness by 
opening its doors on Sundays from 2 
to 10 P. M. This step put the library 
on a plane with the art galleries and 
museums as a medium of culture which 
is available to those who were unable 
to use it throughout the week. 

The parallel could, without too much 
stretching be applied to the situation in 
Narberth. The Community Library, 
while a young and small institution, is 
a lusty infant and is extremely well 
thought of in these parts, as the recent 
successful campaign for funds indi- 
cates. The question is, can not its 
resources be made available to a great- 
er extent? At the present time the 
library is open only one evening a 
week. Friday, and not at all over the 
weekend. This means that people 
who go in town every day and have 
Friday night taken up. are practically 
cut off from using the library. 

The day time schedule at the library 
is beyond criticism. Every afternoon 
Monday to Friday from 3 to 5 and 
Tuesday and Thursday mornings from 
10 to 12 gives ample opportunity for 
those who do not go in town regular- 
ly to use it if they wish. The big gap, 
however, is from 9 o'clock Friday 
night when it closes for the week to 
3 o'clock Monday afternoon. 

The library is constantly increasing 
its facilities. The recent campaign 
makes possible some much needed 
shelving, and additional tables and 
chairs for readers, and its stock of 
books is added to monthly. If the 
library was kept open over the week- 
end we venture a prophecy that its 
circulation figures would mount rapid- 
ly. We realize that different problems 
face our librarian, Mrs. Wood, since all 
her assistants are volunteer workers 
yet we feel that the obstacles are not 
insurmountable.

"Competition between the two 
types of stores seems not so hard 
on the individual storekeeper, 
when it is borne in mind that the 
intelligence of the chain stores 
system is far removed from con- 
tact with customers, whose wants 
are filled by clerks who are in 
many cases underpaid, and who at 
best are only clerks.

AN ORDINANCE 

No. 255. 

An ordinance to require the talcing out 
of a license or permit for any fair, ba- 
zaar, lecture, motion picture exhibition, 
concert, theatrical or other performance, 
show, display, exhibition, dance or en- 
tertainment for which an admission is 
charged, and fixing the fee therefor. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. That from and after the 
passage of this ordinance there shall not 
be given, h-Eld or exhibited, in the Bor- 
ough of Narberth, any fair, bazaar, lec- 
ture, motion picture exhibition, concert, 
theatrical or other performance, show, 
display, exhibition, dance or entertain- 
ment of any kind for which a price of 
admission is charged unless a license or 
permit therefor shall have been granted 
by the Burgess at his discretion. 

The rates therefor shall be one ($1.00) 
dollar for any one, fair, bazaar, lecture, 
motion picture exhibition, concert, the- 
atrical or other performance, show, dis- 
play, exhibition, dance or entertainment; 
ten ($10.00) dollars for all such perform- 
ances or entertainments held in any one 
week; or one hundred ($100.00) dollars 
for those held in any one calendar year; 
provided, however, that the Burgess may 
in his discretion issue licenses and per-, 
mits without payment of a fee for en- 
tertainments for religious, charitable or 
educational purposes. 

Sec. 2. That the penalty for each vio- 
lation of any of the provisions and re- 
quirements of this Ordinance shall be a 
fine of not less than ten ($10.00) dollars 
and not more than twenty-five ($25.00) 
dollars, to be recovered for the use of 
the Borough of Narberth before the Bur- 
gess or any Justice of the Peace of said 
Borough as fines and penalties are now 
by law recoverable. 

Sec. 3. That ordinance No. 154, ap- 
proved the thirteenth day of October. 
1913, entitled "An ordinance to require 
the taking out of a license for any fair, 
bazaar, lecture, motion picture exhibi- 
tion, concert, theatrical, or other per- 
formance, show, display, exhibition or 
entertainment for which an admission is 
charged, and fixing the fee therefor," and 
all other ordinances or parts of ordlnaces 
inconsistent herewith shall be and the 
same are hereby repealed.
